7. During the year under report I spent 134 days in camp, partly for

(6) Annual inspecdon of the pHncipal groups of monuinenta 
conserved already.

(d) Coliectiifg materia] and taking necessaiy photographs for the 
proposed publication of A Guide to Chanderi. 

(«) Carrying out excavations at Pa ways. 

8> The following places* were visited for listing luoaunicnts;—Khan- 
punt, Naderi^ Gurilato Pahad, Lakhari, Bithln and Raklietra or t^dbelna. 
Visits of annual inspection were paid to conserved monuments at Gwalior, 
B bilfifl , Besungar, Udaygiri, Badoh. Chandefi, Fatchabad, njjaiu, Bagb, Nsrwar 
and Surwaya, 1 visited Bagh and Cliunderi each twice and Norwor four times 
in order to direct^ the conservation work in progress there. 1 alw visited 
Udaypur, BudhI Chanderi, Mondosor, Sondni and Khilchipun^ in connection 
with the proposed confiert'ation of the monuments at these places. I encamped 
at Pawaya For over two weeks in all during four t'isitB in onler to 
supervise and direct the excavation works at this ancient site, and at Chanderi 
Eqt a w fek in oi'der to collict material for the proposed publication of an 
illustrated Guide to this place. Detailed Diary of the tour is given in 
Appendix A. 
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9. During the ye«r of report Sir John Murshiill, the Director-Gentral 
o£ Archaology in lQfli», paid o visit to Bugh Csvee. Dr* J- H, Cpuamiii 
the weU-inown art erittc, also vieited these Caves in my company. 

V, Conservation, 

lOt, ComicrvEtioo work was carried out at the following pla(5efi at a total 
expenditure of Bb. 39,534-1-0 bcluding the special gcaiitfor Narwar Fort 

1, Bagh (District Arojhera),—The worh of clearing debris from the 
Buddlust caves which had been goiog on for the last three years was brought 
to a completion. The work in cave No. 4 was specially difficult as it was 
also hnportaot. The main hall and the anrroiinding corridors were Hlled 
up almost to the ceiling with hugp blocks of rock partly conriating of decayed 
pillars and partly fallen from the ceiling- The monolithic pillars supportmg 
the ceiling, having disappeared for the most port, large spans o£ ceiling are 
overhanging and threatening to come down at any moment. To work 
under them was therefore attended with considenible danger. A small portion 
Of the ceiliDg did come down, in spite of careful preamtions, while the 
labourers were working below} but fortunately nobody was hurt and the 
work was completed without any serious tniabap. A small portioQ of debris 
9 tm remains inside cave No. 4 as it i& dangerous to remove it unless the 
ceiling is re-suppocted on masonry pillars, 

] 1. Last year a meund of defocis in the joint verandah of caves Nos. 4 
and 5 bad been left over to serve as a saiffblding for the artiste engaged to 
copy the frescoes on the back wall of the vemndah. The copying work being 
over the mound wus cleared off in the year under report. 

12. Cave No. 3 also was completely freed from the enormous mass of 
debris choking its interior and particularly its entrance- 

13. CaVEB Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 3, tlie only caves in this group that ai'e 
worthy or capable of preservation, have now been freed from practically all the 
debris but aivea Nos* 4 and 5, eapeoally the former which is also the moat 
interesting in the series, are immediately in need of masonry supports to prop 
up their overhanging ceil togs and this work awaite being undertaken in the 

coming aeafion, ^ ^ 

H. Only a small portiou of the vast expiinse of frescoes that originiil- 
ly adorned the walla of the spacious verandah of cavea Nob 4 and 5 is now 
surviving and this too ia io ^ ^'^ry precarious condition being badly exposed 
to weather, tlic protecting roof of the verandah having falkn away. 
And moreover being Quite an out-of-the-way place. Bagh attracts but few 
visitors. Hence the question of removing the frescoes bodily tind exhibit¬ 
ing them suitably at a central plsee like Gwalior with the double ol^ect of 
securing the valuable relics against total destruction and of making them 
^sily nccreaible to viaiters was under oonaideratioD. 

15, Expert advice on thia point was sought from Sir John Marshall, the 
Dircctor-Geueml of Archeology in Indio, who very kindly took the trouble 
to examine the frescoes on the spot in February and advised that consider- 
ing the condition of the paintinga iheir removal would be both unjuatifioble 
and impracticable, The idea of removing the frescoes has therefore been 
finally abandoned and it boa been decided to earn' out Sir John^s recommend- 
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fttionfi to erect a verandah of a simple deeign of timber and steel roofed over 
with suitable tiles, ui front of the frescoes to protect them in situ froni rain 
and dust. 

16- Cluiideri.—The momimonts conserved at this place duriog the year 
of report are: (o) Katigbati, (A) the Delhi gate, Shahzadika Boeq, (rf) 
Mndarsii tomb, (e) Battisi Boodi and some mioor domes, 

17, (rt) fijitighatl is the nnme of a pass cut through a hill where It is 
crossed by the old road leading from Chanderi towards the South, In the 
middle of the cutting a screen of rock is carved in the form of a pomted 
archway which on its northern face is dunked on either aide hy a taperitig 
tower or baation also hewn in the living rock. In the eastern wall of the 
cutting a Bight of steps is carved out for getting up to Ute roof over the 
gate- The gateway bears an inscription in Sanskrit as well as in Persiaii 
recording that it was made by Jimankhan, son of Sberkhan in Sam't'at 1-147 

A, C, 1490) during the reign erf Ghlas Shah of Majwa, 

18. The gateway was over-grown with inngte including five or ela 
mther Wg trees which had thrust tfa^r roots into the crevicea of the 
rock and were threatening to split tt> The jungle was cleared away, 
the tree® cut off and their roots extracted. Heaps of debris blocked the 
site of the road on both sides all along the cutting. TTieae were 
dug up and thrown away, Stnictiirnl parapet walla and a room of rubble 
masonry built in later tim^s on tbe top of the rock-cut gateway were 
in a dilapidated condition, A large maiM} of debris consisting of rubble mix¬ 
ed with earth, which came out of these ruins, formed un iinneceasary w'eight 
on the top of the rock and was r constant source of trouble as it provided a 
favourable breeding ground to small vegetation nnd large treea. The debrie 
wna therefore cleared off- The top ol the gateway was made proof against 
rain water entering the croriccB or percolating in the rock, hy laying a coat 
of atone concrete in lime over it. The parapet walls were restored to an 
average height of 3 feet above the level of the concrete roof. There was no 
means to ascertain in what manner tbe top line of the walls had originally 
been Bnished, The tops of walls were therefore left uneven ao as to impart 
them ttg unhutabcii uppearnnee. Stone sponta were provided to throw off 
the rain water on the roof clear of the gateway. 

19- (A) Delhi Darwawi is the priuclpfi] gate in the city wall of 

Chundcri and Pace** the north. The gatmvay is flanked by a dreulor bagdon 
on either aide. It bears a Perjiian inscription stating that it was erected in 
A. H 814 ( = A. C, 14U)- It i^ thu^ one of the oldest manumeDte at 

this place, 

SO. It w»B freed from small jungle- Two small banyan trees growing 
on it were rooted out The debris of a rubble hut put up on the top of the 
gate in later times to serve, it is said, as quartera for a police guard, was picketl 
up nnd thrown away as it was cansing a dangerous burden on the ceiling alabs 
of the gateway and was also ser^-ing as a breeding ground for vegetation and 
trees. A ceiling slab which had cradled was replaced by a new one. 

21, (c) bhoharjidika Roia-It h a small but fine specimen of a tomb. 

It consists of a single domed chamber standing on a high plinth. The loss 
ofdomchasdepriveditof half its beauty but nevertheless its ornamental 
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features, nmndy, cIjg oomloes, the Unea af euves supported od wavy brackets, 
and the top course of decorative battleiuenta on the exteriori ns well as the 
pointed arches, the coaettes uitd the oraatiietited base of the dome in the 
ioterior moke it a moo ament well worth preacmition, 

S2. It was freed from grass and jungle of trees, small and large, with 
which it was enveloped both inside and outside. The inside o£ the chamher 
was full of debris fallen from the mins of the dome above. Tt was clearer! 
off, so us to expose the original lime floor. The grave atones which had got 
displaced were reset properiy. The heaps of <jehris and robbish in which 
the plinth a'ss half buried were dug out and dressed up into a regulur 
pbitform. As the interior view ef the tomb Is interesting, steps were provid* 
e*l leading to the eivtranoe door at the top of the high plinth. 

23. [rf) Miidarsu Tomb—'This monument had beep partially conserved 
two years ago. But the ground surroiitiding the tDonument sloped sharply 
on one side which helped niiD water to wash aivny and ondennine the founda¬ 
tions of its plinth. Partly to prevent this damage, partly to cover up the 
unsightly debris and thus to impart the tomb a neat and tidy appcnranc(% 
an earth platform extending up to a width cd 10 feet from the sides of the 
plinth, with a level top and regular slopes was put up. Boundary pillars en¬ 
dowing a s([iiare ana 25 feet all round the monument were set up and the 
intervening space cleared and tidied up. A line of jungle 10 feet wide waa 
cut up tmd cleared away in order to make the monument visible and easily 
accessible from the adJolniDg shikar road which is motornble. 

24. (s) BaLtiai Buodi—This Is the largest and perhaps the mo>it 
remarkable of all the bnodia which are proverbially numerous at Chanderi. 
ft is a square tank 6Q feet each way and sinks by four stugEii or storeys. 
Betides the principal stairway which is in the south uide there are. two flights 
<rf steps in fttch of tlie four sidea of each tjf the tour storeys thus making 
the number of ^itairiii thirty-two from which apparently tho well takes its 
name. It id ljuilt of chisel dressed stone and is siild to have onginaTly 
HtooJ in the midat of a Ijeautiful park which perlisps jnstifled the 
author of the InscripLion on tlic well, e.xduiii)lng *if any one visits tliiM 
place he will say ‘Tt is Heitveii,” ’ The inscription rccnrtls that the well was 
built ill .A. H. S90 ( = A, C, 14^.1) In the rcigu of Ulibs Sbrdi Kluiljl of 
Mandu. 

25. Till! Jungle gnawing on the iiiasoury and within lui urea of 25 feet all 
round the welUwas ctearwl off. The rubble ivalls of u hut built b later times, 
•toed in tt dila|)idulctl condition near the HotilJi-east romer of the well and dis- 
tigured ita view. They were therefore disrmuitled luid tlirown uivay. The coping 
alaba on the to[i of the retiuiiing wnJb of the wall and the jjaviog stoni'i 
on the top of the platform in front of tlie principal stairs of the well which 
jmrvoB as a sent for visitors had sunk in places. They were ralatd up and 
properly rcaei. 

Boundary .sbme pillars were* set up enclosing an area of 25 feet 
tiH round the well including the main stairs and tile platform which projects 
on the south side of the well. A fair wesither road was laid out to connect 
the well witli the shikar road between Chanderi and Bud hi Ghanderi and » 
notice boitnl was erected at the jpuction to call attention of passers by.

n Biidhi Cbatideri-^Th^ rmn. of the old or pre-Mti^mmadun 
Churideri which .ppear. to h«'e beoo deserted «ooo .fter the 
eonqaest of that tntct of country in fovour of the pre^^ot wte of Chandc^ lire 
now enveloped in Urge and thick jongSe .nd h.vc become 

oEwildbea^te. The town is popularly believed to luive been the cpibd of 

the Chedi king Sisup^lH was the rival of bn linshna, hot the 
vestiges of temples and houses do not carry the onhquity of Ae place beyon 
ir^lh century A, C. The town possessed quite u number of temples m 
Ldifereot gn^ups all of which with two -Ulary exceptions ^e now 
reduced to mere heaps of dehris. The temples ere prcdoimnently of 
the Digambara Jmtm sect Judging from the style of architecture an 
^■ulpinre they nmge between the 9th nod Uth centuries. The conservation 
of the temples except perhaps of one or two is out of quostioo. the rum. 
coutein many sculptures of the Jain .1 Tlrthamkarus, which, both from he 
dcrtirticand icouognipbic point of view, are of great mterest and hence too 
eoci to he left to themselves. It is therefore proposed to pick these op from 
the debris iu which most of them lie buried nud arrange them into groups 
near the temple to which they originally belonged. As a prehmmary 
Treasure the most important group of the ruin, which lies at tlie south-east 
comer of the site of the town was cleared of juDglc Ui facilitate close 

examination of the sadptures and carvings. The open courtyard of one of 

the two temples which are stunding was freed from jimgle and debris with 
which it was chok«l and «ome haaiitiful sculptures of Tirthamkams expose! 
in the debris or lying la^ittereHl on the site were picked op and nrmnged in 
order agaiufii the wall of the court, to form a sort of open air miisciim. It 
ift proposed to pursue this «aioc process with regard to other important 
temples in this group. This work will be taken up as soon as conveweat. 


29, Udaypur.—It was stated in the last year’s report that the 
famoM Nilakanrhesvar temple had been taken in hand for couservathm and 
the repaira to the temple proper and the mosque near it had been mostly 
carried out. It was further stated that a proposal to acquire the 
houses which have trespassed into the original epocioua compound of the 
temple and thus disfigured its appeanince was under considelution. The 
proposal hnviug been Banetioned proceedinga were institutetl to nequire the 
houses by oorapensating the ownen* under (ianun Husut Arati 
( The Lund Acquisition Act ), The aoquiflition has no'v been 
effected and the a’otk of throwing away tubbiah nuii dobria from 
the open areas and exposing the origitml pavement floor of the compound i« 
in progresB. The work of diamautHDg the houses themseWes ia poatponed 
till after the miny season. 


30. Narwar_Witbin the wiiU» of the hill fort of Narwar itand 

the ruins of an extensive tawn of the Riijput period not more than 
half a dozen lionses in which are now inhahited. It is well known that in 
pre-Muhammadan limea Niirwar teemed with pjnirui uml Hindu temples which 
were aubsetjuGntly demolished by the order of t^ikandar Lodi of Delhi. At 
present there Ib not a single pre-Muhammadan huildiDg on the fort except 
perhaps the large tank known an Makardhvajn Tal and the remnina of a 
smsll ijiedifivsil ahrinc near the Hawa Paor or Wind GatOf on the eastern 
road to the fort. 

31. The eastern portion of the town on the fort was oocupiiid by a 
group of MakaU w residential pohiees of the ruling funiiliGs, which are 
separated from the rest of the town, by means of a tall encloi+ure wall. 
These appear to have been built by the later Kachbawahn (or may be by 
Totnara ) chiefs and are thus not more than 300 years old. The style 
of architecture is Rajput The pillars are fluted tmd taiHiring upwards. The 
arches are of multifoil designs. The ceilings and roofs are all flat and in 
phcen the walld and ceilings show remnants of paintings in which men and 
women in Rajput ccwtutne can be clearly traced. The huildmgs are inoatly 
two-storeyed. There are a series of epclogures forming Bepurate uaiU 
containing audience halls, balha, gardun pJivilions, harems ^th screened 
windows and galleries and quite ii number of swing-posts. One of these 
Hnhals tailed Kachehri Mahal which possesses some line ornKEaental 
work of plaster inlaid with gloss, and port of which is set on the 
easterrt verge of the fort, thus commanding a view of the ^Tilley of 
the Sindh river which iiftcr rounding the fort-hill Ao th in the wtstero 
direction, appealed to the tasteful fancy of His late Highness who orderail 
that the whole of the Mahal should he cleared up geoemlly ntiil the eastern 
part of it ehould he thoroughly repaired and conTerteti into a rest-house, 

33. This work having been entrusted to this Department and a 
special grant sanctioned for thid purpose, the nccewattry repairii are being 
carried out, due care being taken to preserve the originid design of the 
general pbn and the dBooriittons as far :is possible. Along with this the 
following works were carried out with regard to oilier old biiildinga of 
interest on the fort. 

33, The approach-road was improved by making a fair weather road 
from the Bazar to the foot of the hill, repairiog the Kh’tranh of the 
old paved road, prr'vi'ring supplementary stairs of masonry steps along side 
that portion of the old rmd where it was too steep and had fascouie slippery 
with the wearing away of its pavement, dismantling and re-building one of 
the big baatlons which had fallen and blocked the road and pmvfding a 
fair weather road from the top*most gate of the fort up to the Kachehri 
Mahal, dangerous portions of buildings on both sides of this road having 
been cither dismantled, repaired or tidied np, 

34. The other old palaces which are of considerable architectural inter¬ 
est being in an advanced condition of ruin and covered up witii jungle bad 
liecomc inaccesaible to visitors. A decent foot-path giving access to most of 
the more interesting bnildloga and objects was therefore bid out after cutting 
the strips of jungle and clearing away the heaps of debris which came in the 
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way and diamantliDg or mpuiriiLg the partions^ o£ ma^nry w'hicli appear^'rf 
to be dangerous to the safety of the viaitors.. 

34 (/t) The Lmdau Biiugniow v^'iudi is oornpunLtjvely a later buildmg 

and is almost mtsct was thoroughly cleared of jungle itnd debrie. The 
damaged portions of the rehdning walls of Its plinth were repaired and the 
fallen pieces of the Jnii enclosure were reset. 

35, (A) The building known »s Chhip MhIihI was similarly clearcil. Tbv 

chief object of interest about this Mahal nod from which the latter takes its 
name is i* Itirge monoUtluc trough carved out in the form of a trefoil oval 
in a block of pink-colonrcd stone. It is popubirly known as Chhip. It is 
locally believed to have lK:eii used as the receptacle of pounded selTront n 
mark of which was put on the forohead ol ouch Rajput soldier before be 
proceeded to the Gghting line* It may have been used for this purpose or 
else as a tub for royal baili. The area round about the Chbip wsu» com¬ 
pletely cleared, <liimnged jiordons of the musonry and the terrace dose by 
were repaired and n tlight of steps iva.s provided to get up to the spot in 
place of a slippery and sloping path over lieaps of debris, 

SB. (d The retaioing walls of the old tank known os Makantiihvaja 
Tnl were remind wherever they had been dntiuigcd. Tn the bed of the tank 
there are several wells from one of which It is proposed to take water to the 
rest-house by menus of n hBnd-pump and a line of pipG«, 

37. (dji The big mosque bnitt by Sikandar Ixidi was freed from jungle 
and debris. 

38. fr) The compouiutof a toiiib|k(i»wa ns Ma^lnr 3hab*kbDarguh was 
cleared of rubbish and tidied up. 

39. (/) Another monument cooaerveil )it yatn-nr dunog the year of 
report Is the Jmt Khamba or pillar of victory, un inscription on which records 

the genealogy of the Toniarn kings of Gwalior and Nnr^var, This monolithic 

* 

pillar is about 20 feet high :dmvc the ground and stands nearly two furlong 
east of the road from Narwar to Magroni at a distance of about milea to 
the north>enst of the town of Karwar- It appears that there waa originally 
some sort of a ptiitform round the Imwo of the pillar. But notlimg stirvimt 
oat of it except a few t.tniy bonldera. Owing to the abuencie of any pngeiTtfou 
the earth round thcliase of the uolunin was being gnidiialty washed ntvay ntid 
the fouudatium were in danger of being nndcrraiiied. To ensure the stiihillty 
of the pillar therefore, n platform 10’ X 10' x H' of dry rubble nuihoiiry wot 
put up round its hose with steps in tim east face, the top being paved with 
stone «labs laid in lime. From the top of the new platform one can 
vculently examine the inscription which is ouly 5^ feet high iiIhwc the 
platform. It is further proposeil to fix up a tablet on the platform giving a 
anhatnnee of the original insrripdon hi English umi Hindi. 

40. M&ndssor, —Another group of niotiiiuients st-lcctied fi>r oooserviitiou 
during the yctir of report rotisists of the huge sculpture of Siva in the fort 
of Mandasor, the fnmoiie iuscril>ed pillars of Tasodlutriiuui at Sondtii about 
two miles to the south-east of Mandasor and the Toraau pillar at Kliilcbi* 
piira about two mites simlh of Mandasor. A detailed reference to this work 
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however hud better been reserved for the next year’s Report, as only a 
nomioul beemDiog^ has been intidc this ycnr. 

41. A lUt of monuiuents conserved is shown in Appendix fi. 

Vh Annual Upkeep and Maintenance. 

42. Annual dennioce and maintenance were attende*! to in tire case of 
nil the important groups of conserved nr on u menu. 

43. There was an nnfoptunfite case of vandalism in the year of report. 
It related to the famous Koshak Mahal near Chanderi. The lower aub- 
ordinates of the P. M'. D. imd the contractors who worked umlcr them 
were the offenders. 

44. The case was referee*! to the Administrative Officer, P. W. D,, 
for necessary disciplinary action. 

45. It is further proposed to appoint ti coxetaker t(» look niter the 
monuments at Cbanderi. 

46. It is requested that the pnblic n-ill be gootl enough to treat these 
National Relics with the reverence they dcBerve. 

VII. Exploration. 

Cfi) Excavations. 

47. Trial excavations were made in the yrar of report at Pawayo. 
Pawnya is situated at the confluence of the Sindh and the Parvati alwut 40 
miles to the south-west of Gwalior. The site has been identified as the 
undent town of Padnuivati, one of the three capitals of the Nagus (for a 
detailed description of the ^^ite and its antiquities see my article on ’The Site 
of'Pfldmavati* in the dnniiW/frpflri fif th ArcHceohgh'at Suriry of fadia 
for 1915-16, pp. 104-105), 

4S. Nagn oom.>, and sculptnn*.'* ikting from tiie Sunga and Gupta 
period (100 to 500 A. C.) have Iwcn found here. The ground in the whole 
area is studded with brick buts, and brick wallings are met with under 
ground. Sir John Murshiill, the Director-1icucral of Archaeology in India, 
visited the place in 1920 and agreed with me that it looked like a prorniaing 
site for archseologiod excavation.-^. .V-i the history of die Nilgai is itill veiletl 
in obscurity it is iiope*l that systematic excavations of Padmavati may 
illuminate that obscure period (3rd-4th centuries} of Indian History. Thu 
work however is an expensive one and with the limited fiiiula at onr dkposal 
we have but to work little l>y Htfle and wait patiently foi* the fidtiliueDt of 
the expectations, 

49- The i^pot selected tor the ti'lal excavations this year is a conspicuous 
artificial mound about half u mile towards the north, outside the site of 
the city proper. The mound measures nearly 200 feet bj‘ 200 feet by 30 
feet (high). The urea around was studied witii hrict bats. The palm 
capital of II stone pillar was discovered lying iit its foot some years ago. There 
was th era fore every indientiqn that the mound contained in its womb the 
rtiin.s of au ancient structure. 

50, The work nf excavations wa# carried on for about six weeks in all. 
An average of 100 coolies u day was employed. On opening the mound by 
means of radiating trenches on all the four sides, the retaining walls of a htg 
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squure platform ttcre lighted upon. The position of the fonr sides of the 
platform having been defined, digging woa coQcentrat&i on the eaat side where 
the approach steps or a gate was expected to exist. So far we have been able 
to clear up the four coroera ot the platform, the immediate ncighbourhooti 
of the east retaining wall, and small portions here and there of the other three 
retaining waUe. The platform is a solid one. It U oonatcucted of large 
bricks laid in clay mortar. The average aiste of bricks is 18" x 9" x 3'. 
The platform rises in u number of stages, each stage being marked by an 
offset. Each side measurea 140 feet long approsiinately. The exi&ting 
height of the platform ia 30 feat. So far no approach stairs or gateway has 
been discovered. Remoanto have been found of n aroallcr platform also 
square on plan and auperiraposcd upon the lower one. This latter plaifonn 
is also solid and measures 56 feet each way. The exterior of this platform ia 
decorated with a hori»ontal inotildiog at the l»sc and omnmentBi 
pilasters at regular intervals all iu brick. It appears that the exterior of the 
building WHS further decorated with terru CiJWu 6gurea and earrings, n number 
of which have been found in the diggings. None of these however was found 

in situ. 

51, On the evidence so far disclosed it liafe not been possible to decide 
once for all the nature of the monument that we have come upon. The 
solidarity nod the dimensions of the platform point to its being a stiipa* 
Instances of stafws with square plioths are not uncommon. But, on the other 
bond, no reties or sculptures distinctly Buddhist or Jaina have so far been 
found aasiiciated witli this stmottire* A well sunk m th'j centre of the top 
of the platform and carried down right up to the ground level di^doaed no 
trace of any kind of relics. Moreover, the few pieces of stone sculptures 
that have been unearthed in these excavations are all of a Brahmanical nature. 
For instance, fragments of a big lintel of a gateway have been found, 

the subjects sculptured on vvlueh are all from Brnhnuinicul mythology, 
□timely, (U the scene of Balt's sacrifice iind Vishnu taking the three strides, 

Karttihcyn, (3) the scene of the churning of the ocean, ete. Tlie aubjecte 
on the carved decorative bricks are all secular and afford no clue to dlstingtilsh 
the acclarian character of the monument. It mn 3 * be that we have after all 
come upon a BrabnumicaI temple perched on the top of a huge platform, 
IF this siinnise la oirrect,—further exoivations alone will show If It vs sO“there 
is no hope of finding the temple itself. It has already diiyippeii^l. There 
is however some hope of finding the remnants of its decorab'ons, a gateway 
or gateways wliich gave accesH to the place and lost but not least a stone 
column probably recording the blatory of this monument in an inficrtptioD. 
Tltat one or more gateways and the pillar originally existed here Is evident 
from the big piece of carved atone lintel nnearihed in the cxoivationa and from 
the atone palm capital which was found lying on the site some years ago. 

52. fstmngely enough not a etugle coin was found in the diggings 
uUhongb a number of them are found on the site of the city proper above 
the surface of the ruins, after rains. TJie age of the bnilding discovered am, 
however, be determined with some certainty. It cannot be Inter than the 
curly Gupta period, ns the style of nil the stone siculptures and of airviogs on 
bricks unenrthcfl point distinctly to that period, 
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53. A descriptive Hat of all tbe more importdiit antiquities uneartbed 
in dig^nga is given in Appendix C. 

51. Fuller details of the excavations must Le reserved until the 
work m'lkes further progiess in anbsertuent yenrs.

55. [ti the year of report 33 uionuments comprising templesi groups 
of rock>cut sculptures, mnhals, aiEJsques, tombs, old wells, suti stones^ etc. 
sitonted ut 11 different platt!a were Hated. A list of these appears in 
Appendix D. The foKovvlng is a brief desoription d£ the monument- 

5fi. Cbajideri-—About a mile to the nortli-Luat of the town of Cban- 
deri are the ruins of a large enclosure with two gateways, one in the centre of its 
east wall and the other in the centre of the north wall. The <?ustem gatetvay 
which is the better preserved of the two Is a double nreh built one over the 
other. Above the Toner arch which forms the entraoce is an arched ^viadow 
with projecting brackets which supported a balcony. The gateway is flanked 
on either side by a tall round mfnor the upper portion of winch has fallen away. 
The northern gate was similar in design hut is in a wor^^ atete of disrepair 
though its minars have atill preserved their tops. The enclosure wall is of 
rubble and is now moistly fallen. The area encloaed is about 300 feet ^ 300 Feet. 
There are no traces of buddings inside and it is doubtful what puri>ose 
It was intended to serve. People coll it ifehman &irai or gnest-house. If 
the tradition is correct probably tcote were pitched inside the enclosure to 
accoinmoflate the guests, ft is curious that both the gates of this eneiosure 
face mvay from tlie town. 

57, A short distance to the north of this enclosure is » small minor 
and a square well culled Bimdar Baodi or iUonkey well. Why it is so-called 
is not known, 

58. Nearly n furlong further east ia n mosque and a square Band! 
in a grove known ns Qiizi’a Bag. The mosque hears a Persiati inacription 
reoordiug its construction in the reign of Aurangzeb in A. H, 1113 — 
A. C. liOl, 

50, A little further is a group of about a dozen siuall maqbQran or 
tombs only two of which have retained their domes. Interspersed in the 
tombs are three mosques. One of the mosques and one of the tomha bear 
inscriptionH showing that they are works of the reign of Auraugzeb. Some 
of these tombs pos^iess finely perforated atone screens which form the aide* 
walls of their rooms. 

60. Still further east about three furlongs on the other side of the 
Singhpur Road is a square step well called Cbandoi Baodi. It sinks in stages 
two of which were visible above water at the time of my visiL But I 
was told there were two more stages concealed under water. An omamentnl 
horir^ntal band demarcated the highest atorey from the one ne,xt below. Two 
stairs are provided in ^ch hioe of every stage. At the top the well measures 
54^ >c 54*, In the second storey from above there ia a niche in each of its 
tliree side.^ isouthern, eastern and western. The aoutbem niche is empty. 
The eastern niche Is occopied by n Sanskrit inscription and the western niche 
by n Persian inscription probably a tranalation of the former. The ioEcription 








flluba are bailly worn out tiy water uii<l woutber and tbc lower portions of the 
cpij^ph:! are altogether lost> From the t^lutation to and praise of the Jinan 
in the opening lines of the Sanskrit rceortl it would appear that the well is 
the work of a dalna donor* 

Bl.' Chelan, floodi a cireukr step well situated in the north-east 

portion of the town, lu diiimeter Ei> The coDstruction of steps In the 

lower luilf portion of the well is iicciiliar. They are set obliquely bistend of 
being at right angUs to the vmll. 

B2, The Jninn temple popularly known ns Cluiubisi in the town ol 
Chonderi is rctnorkable for the UfcHidze idols in Jaipur niarlile of tdl the 24 
{Chatihis) TirihfittJiaras which are cnahrinGd there, each in a cell crowned 
with a tionical spire and nrnmged round a rectangular courtyard. Every idol 
is miide m accordance with the specification as fe> rurna {colour), tanehhnttn 
(symbol), etc,, given in old works ou Jaina iconogrupby. The temple is 
however not very old being built in V, S. 1893 = 1836 A. C, by Hirdc tmhai, 
a well-wisher ( Sttlffia Chintaia ) of Uartlan iiingb, a Buudela king 
of Cbandcri. Outside the quadrangle is a bigger Hhrine»rooni covered with 
a hemisphencal dome shelteriQg a number of promiscuous images of 
TirtkamUnrns. This is a few years older tlmn the Clmubisi temple being 
constructed in V, S. 1857 or A. C. 1800, 

63. There is another Jaiua temple in the town w'hlch possesses some 
old images, namely, au image of PurBvnuatha, dated V, 1252, u ^ulpture 
of goddess Padmavati, diited in V ,S, 1291, aud another idol of a Tirihamtara 
dated V, S. 

64. Another temple Hated in the year at the eaiue place is a small 
domed shrine of Sivu situated near what is known n« Dariba Baodi, a short 
distance to the enat of Paratneavari, Tal, The fifarinc hears on the lintel of 
its door an interesting inscription in pure Sanskrit poetry ( Kavya style ) 
recording that it was constructixl by Sri Manasimha, one of the Bumlela 
kings, in. V. S. 1784, The temple is called Maniiemihesvam after tlie name 
of ite founder. 

65. Other [nonumenhE noticed at Clumderi are the tivu inoeques known 
as Hutpura-ti'Masjid and Mirza-ki-Masiid btith with inscriptions, in-q tombR 
of CUristiin EioUliera in the army led l>y tf. B, Ftloae as the tablets on them 
are datwl in A, C. 1818 and 1819, respectively, ami u rectangular mnaonry 
-built tank namwl V'isurkimd or Viahnnkund in the neiphix-urhood of 
another similar Uuik named flarakiind.

66. Singh pur.—Three roilea to tlie north-east of Cluinderj stands one 
of tlw Mahah built by Bimdelii hajas u! Chsmleri. It is picttiri'mpiely sitiiutcd 
in the midst of charming mountain scenery overlooking a lake. But for its 
idftisant site it is in no Wiiy remarkable. It has been repitired end converted 
into a sihooting box or rest-house by the ortler of the late Mnhamja ^dndia. 

67. Khflnpnra.—Khnnjiura h a village about 4 miles to the east of 
Chatuleri. Ou the eastern outskirts of the Wltwgo stand n few Sati stone*^ one 
of which licars au in&trriprion, dated V. S, 1545= A. G, 1488, 

68. Gurila-ka-Pahad.—About 8 miles to the south-enat of Clianderi ia 
the hill known as Gurila-ka-Pahad. On the top of the hill whbh is rather diffi, 
cult of acocfts arc the ruioi? of' two templca of the Digambnra Jnina sect siandmg 
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in DU fiuclo&ure af rouEjb uiuEODry. One of theseeoiiBii»tii of ta sbrme rootti i^riJ 
on Gntniucc-poreL Fuctni west. On the sbriae is a boiuisphcricol dome of which 
the nibble frame is now esposed its piaster fneing having peeled off, Ensbritied 
is n big iinage of Santimitba 11' 9'^ tall but broken In tw'tun acroi^$ the neck. 

6i*. Facing this is nnotber temple considting of uu oblong shrine room 
with three eotennoc doors and a pUlnred venmdah in front. The temple is £0' 
long and IT'S" wide externally and has a Hat roof* There are in all 26 images 
of Jainii Tirtluimt:aia< (some stauding, others seated) leaning iigoiast the three 
walls of the shrine. The central image is that of Adinatha. None of the 
other images bears ii Idnchhtma nr distinctive symbol by which it can be 
identified. 

70. Two lines of iin obliterated inscription on a wall of the temple— 
probably II pilgrim*^ record—is dated in V, S. 1307. The temple therefore 
cannot Ik later than this date. 

71. Naderi,—At the foot of this hill is the village lulled Naderi. It 
possesses a nninber of old relics. The earliest is it Sati men.oi'ial not Less 
than five or ai^t centuries old. The sculpture on it shows that it U the 
mcmorbl of a Jiifiti fcilleil by a tiger, end his ivife who cremated herself on 
his ftiDeral pyre. 

72. Another inscribefl .Ssti pllin!' near a well called Dliinmru is datetl in 
Y. S. lol.’i, which records tiiat the Isati wtis a blacksmith's wife. This 
record gives the old njnne of the villages as Gidcr from wliicli e video t!y the 
adjoining hill has derived Its name Gui'iIa-ka>Puhad by uti interchange of letters. 
On the western extrimity of the village is a rititieil Julna temple which itself 
appears to have been built out of materials partly taken from older Hindu 
temples, as sculptures representing the Du'tirf and the Rama incarnations of 
Vishnu arc seen in a wall and on a pillar, respectively, 

73. Outside tht> village Is a large step well known ns AJican Bo/nii 
which liears In a niche u Sanskrit inscription recording its coDStruction 
in V'.S. 1577( —C. 1520) in the reign of Mahmud Kbilji of Malwn Nenr 
this* is another round well with a tiiglit of steps reaching down to water. 

74. MobaDpLur.—About miles to the north of Cluinderl on the way to 
Bud hi CUonderi ie the vilLige of Molnmpur, In thia village is a comparatively 
modern but mined temple of Nrisimha in which a few carved pillara and n door 
frame of mediuival temples probably brought from the ruins of Biidhi Chonderi 
have been used. In the middle of the village is a ainall open enclosure in 
which some fmgmente of old Jain sculptures have been stored. Ontaiile the 
village is a modern Joina temple called Cbaityalaya where an old imago of a 
Tirthamkara is enshrined. 

T.*]. Budhi Cbaoderf,—A fresh monument noticed at Budbi Chanderi is 
an inscrilwd Sati stone, date<i in V\ S. 1545 (= A, C. 1438) and giving the 
name of the place na Na^iralwd, as Budhi Clmnderi appears to have lieen 
named by the Muhammadan conquerora. 

7'h LalCtiarb—^'illagc of Lakhari is 5 miles north-west of Budhi 
Chatide."!. It ia surrounded on all sides? by old relics. 

77. On the west of tlie village arc two small Kiiiva abrinos atnUHlhig in 
a row ficing the east, cn a common plinth and hniung a pillarifil porch in 
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fniiit of euch The aide wallfl of the shrine consiPt of mngle slabs* The 
door frame of one ahrine is atltl stundLpg ntid bears on its lintel the unages of 
Briihiim, Sivii, Vishnu tind Natiagrahas and ii Sanskrit insoriptionf dated 
\'. S 1000. Tlie door frame of the other 1ms fallen down and on the back 
of one of the loose door posts an image of Hanumnn has been carved m relief 
in Liter times. Close to these shrines are two techingular wells built of large 
blodia of stone which appear to !» contempoimry with the shrines. The bigger 
of the two wells measares 16' x 16'. 

78. Nearly a furlong to the east of the village is nn old temple locally 
known as tnndh facing the north) It consists of a shrine room 6' S'' x 7 1 
and a Sahhn J/andupii 23* B** x 16' S'* in front of it. Both the shrine 
room and the ball are covered with a flat roof supported on pillars and 
piLiEters. The enshrined idol is rather an usual. It i& a group of Brahma* 
^'i8hQ(l and Siva carved in relief on a stone slab. The central place ia occupied 
by Siva flanked hy Rrnhma on one 8ide am? Vishnu on the other. It may W 
tlmt the slab originally formed the Hntd of u door. 

79, The temple appears to he seven or eight centuries old but has been 
repaired in later times, 

SO. Afjout half way betwiien this temiik liod the village is the site of 
an old Jains tempi? of which the only rcmmints are two or three mutilated 
idols and a few architectural pieccB. 

81, A loose inscription slab, dated in V S, 1124, was found in a well 
close by. This was removed to the Museum (see Appendix E, No. 22). 

82, An iaolated hiU called V'mdhyavasini Ttkri to the north of the 
village h aron-HE^d with a modem riiUble hut in which a small old idol of the 
goddesRi MahlHhniimrdini La enshrined. 

83, flltllls-—^The village of Bithbi lies about Ji miles to the south^w'cst 
of Budhi Chanderi, Some two furlongs to the north-west of the village 
are a number of Jnliia temples. Only one of these is standing ut preficntf hut 
there were at loiat four more. These latter ore now fallen into heaps of 
ruins. The temple which is still standing faces roughly the west. It 
conrists of a shrine room with a pro|eeting entrance porch, the whole meaaur' 
log externally 33' x 16', The door frame is carved in the usual way. On 
the Hntcl ore sculptured three Tirthamkara'S in a row the middle one being 
seated and the other two standing. In the biick-ground ant si nail figures of 
the AuH^praAo^. Over the lintel is a frieze in the centre of which is an ima^ 
of a seated four-artned goddess prohobly Padinii%*ati with o figure of a sentcKl 
Tirthfttnkara at either end. In tJie buck-groutid ore small figures of standing 
Tirth/iml-arax. Enshrined agaiuBt the back wall of the cells is a big standing 
image of a Tirtfiarnkara whose head is half broken. There are five other wmidl 
sculptures of TirtAfimkams in the shrine room but the feet and pedeatnla of 
one and all Iwiving been buried in the debris their lanfMantvf or distinctive 
symlxfls, if nny, are not visible- It was not possible to exposu these and 
identify the images, during my short visit Part of the back-wall of the shrine 
and the SikAara have fallen away. The exterior of the shrine shows the 
UBiinl ribs nnd offsets but they are plain, i. not decorated with eculptuie. 
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!^4. Irj tht ruins cf thii attetiJEuit. tewpka referred to above are seen 
oirvcd pillars, door jaTDl»4, lioteU, roof-alabs ncil a number of damaged 
sculptures of Ttrtham/mtras among which two could be idcntifiod as Sambhava- 
aatlm the symbol of a horse and llnniauvnita with the fajicSkana 
of A tortoise respi'Ctively, 

S5> Judging from the style the temples may be assigned to the 12th 
century approximately. 

SU. Rakhetra or Gidhehu. —Within the UmiU of the village liakhetra 
about 2 miles to the south-caat of Bithla, curved in the western face of a 
hlU overlooking the Orr river is a series of rock-cut sculpturea. 

87, The bigaeat scnlpture in the group is the seated image of the 
JaitiA Tirtk^miarfi Adinattm popularly known a.s Bhaiyadnnt or Bhimaseoa. 
The height of the image is 10' 6" and the width at tbeaisitia 7* 6." The head 
dress U somewhat uncommon for a tinina sculpture Ijdng in the form of Jata 
or matteil huir. The head U fiunktid on cither side by an elephant which is 
untinbhecl. On the right side o£ t!ie bust of the sculpitucc ia an image of the 
goddess Piidtnavsitt and on the left is tbit of the gtxIdesStChukresvari. On the 
scAt which is in the form of a mattress U a small Hguni of a bull, the distinctive 
symbol of Adinatha. The sent also I>ei.r8 an insmption, dated in V, S. 1675. 
On the pcdeetel below the sent is carved u Dharma-Chaita or the wheel of 
the law' l>fltwccu two seeaes of a lion fighting with an elephants 

S8. At the point where this sculpture is carved, the face of the hill 
b chiselled into a right angle. The sculpture of AdinAtha described ibove 
is carved on one of the artnft of the right angle which fucca the south. On 
the other arm which faces the west, is carved a smiill niche crowned with a 
spire in ootiine enclcwing a pair of foot-printe of Sri Vigalarajit us is 
recorded in an inscription over the niche, dated in V- S. 1545, The back 
wall of the niche is decorated tvith lotusea carveii in relief and a figure of 
Svmtita IS cor^’ed in the floor on either side of the foot-prints, 

39, In front of these sculptures is a. rough rubble platform. Adjoining 
the platform ia a amall plain doorway lending into a cavern which is n natural 
one, to all appearances. For want of time this cavern was left over for a 
ticaveb at some other time. 

90. Proceeding southwards beyond the cat'crn along the facade of the 
Idll we come lo a small figure of seated Ganesa carved in the rock. At a 
distance of 5 Feet further is tt fonr*amied figutn of Parvati seated on a 
couching lion. The head ia o^wned with Jnu and has a lotus hub behind it- 
The ears carry large rings. Three of the hands hold a sword, a shield and 
o trident and the fourth ia folded in the form of D/ia^ma»rhakriimudra. 

91. Some 10 feet further south, in tUc aunie face of the Jiill, are three 
niches in a row each measuring 2^ S*" x rrj" appro xhnately. The cent ml 
niche contains a twelve-armed figure of Siva daticlng, surrounded by hie 
attendants Kandi and others. In tlic nicbe on the right of Siva iH Brahniu 
and in tliat on the left Ss Vishnu manifesting himself in the Boar iucarnation. 

92. On the other side of the big sculpture of Adinatha, i', e, towards 
the north, one comes across two small niches carved in the rock containing^ 
unfinished" groups of Hara*Gauri. Further on, there ore traces of a similar 
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ffToup. Still further north m the same fncnde, are two niches each shdtenpg a 
group of Sim and Pan'ati with their vehicles the bull end the lion under them. 
The top comere of both the nichea txre occupied by figures of Bmiimfl. and 
VUhnu. Over the principa) images in one niche are two flying figures support¬ 
ing a crown and in the otlier niche is a small group of dancing Sim and 
his attendants ( Tandava). In the space between the two niches is a group 
of a god and goddess unfinished und a small but finished figure of Vishnu 
carved in the rock. 

93. Further north wards is a tablet in the rock bearing a Sanskrit 
inscription m six lines dated in V. S, 999 and 1000 (see Appendix E No. 33). 
Still Further agntn are two niches imeh sheltering n gronp of Hnnt'Qauri and 
having a stnal) structunil porch in frout of it 

94. A few carved pillars, hmckets and pedestals are lying scattered on 
the ground In the nclglibaurhood attesting to the existence here of a 
structural shrine or shrines at one time. 

95. The Hindu sculptures in this locality would appear to be* contem¬ 
porary with the iniicription nate<l above^ ». r.« of about the midille of the 10th 
century A. C. While the Jaina sculptures are more than five centiiHen later. 
The nrighbouring hifl'idde has collapsed into ti heap of debris which tempts 
one to surmise that tliere wen* perhaps some rock-cut caves in the locality. 

96. The view of the collapsed hiU'side with the river Orr flowing at its 
foot ia strikingly similar to tiiat of the excavatwl hill overlooking the Bagh 
river with this differenoe, however, that here is a deurjc and green jungle and 
an abundant sirenm of water w'hile the landscaiie at Bogh is mthor rugged.

97. Appendix No. E, sbow^ oni analysis of inj5cri|itiOQs noticed; in the 
year of reporCand the utiiidjerji of inscriptions in this section refer to thi^ 
Appendix. 

9S, Forty*eigbt iii^crlptiono wetu copied or noticed during the year under 
report- Of these are in iinnskrit or Hindi, 19 in Arabic or Persian sud 
one in French. Clnssifi&i iicctirding to tlie riiliug dynasties two of tiicse refer to 
eurly Hindu King^, two to the Patluin kings of Delhi, seven to tbe tjultans of 
Miilwo, six to tlie MngUal Kmperora of Delhi, one to the Tomaro Rajput 
ilynofity of Gwalior aud Narwar, one to the lahsr Kachhwabas of Narwar, two 
to the Bundela king^ of Chunderi and to the Scindiiis of Gwalior, while the 
rest msution no king. They were diiscoveMd variously at Bndhi Cbanderl, 
Chsinderi, KbanpUTi Lakbari, Rakhciru and Singhpur ( in District Eaagarh ), 
Narwar Fort and town f District Nanvar) and Ujjaiu city. Out of these 
Nos. 23 and 3ft bring loose slabs have been reiuoveii to the ^fuseura and 
number 46 which came from the Mochivvudu gate at Dijain ‘lismantleil by the 
Town Truprovenient Trust is preserved in the Madhnvn College, LTjjiam. 

99, Among the Sanskrit ioscriptious No. 32 U an important one, 
It is mrisied in the rock on the right bank of the river Orr within the limits 
of the village Rakhetra, not fur from the old site of Chonderi It is dated in 
V. S, 999 utid ugain in S. 1000. It has not been satiaEadorily ioterpreti-d

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by Vjmiyabnpalii(le-?a who was probably the SBme as his name-^ke mentioned 
in the Chatidek mecription at Kbaiuraho^ dated V, S* 1011 (EpivTaph(a 
fndiea^ Voltime I, pp. 124 If.h This place appears to have been included in the 
then Chondcla kingdom. A king of Gopngiri (Gwalior) tvhose name boweTer 
ie not given i« also mentioaed. Ho was connected with these works in some 
way or other. 

100. An inscription, dated in V, S- 1124, found at Lakhari mentioOB a 
Maharajadhiraia Abbayadeva and hia son, prince Chandraditya but neither of 
these is known so far From other aonrcee. 

101. Two fragments of stone found at Ujjain appear to belong to 
a very large Sanskrit inscriptioo of itlx>ut the 10th to llth centuries, 
extending over several hundreds of verses, written in the high flown lavt/n 
style. Unfortnontely, however, the fragments discovered are too smtill to 
give ua any idea of the purport of the inscriptioo. 

102. Of MuBalmun macriptiona No. 10 which is dated in A. H. 711 
(—1311 A, C.) is of importtince, beinE: the earliest Mnsolman inscription bo 
far discovered at Chanderi. Alhiuddin Khilji invnded Chanderi in A. C. 
1304 end the inBcription under reference records the construction of a 
md 9 t)ue here only seven years after this invasion. 

IX. NumlBinatics. 

103. One thousand four hundred and seven coina were esaEnined in 
the year of report. Of these five were of gold, lOl of flUver and 1,301 of 
copper. All these coins with the exception of 95 silver and S29 copper 
coins which were received from the State Maseum as duplicates, oime from 
treasure-trove finds. The gold coins were found at Sehom (Diatrict Esagarh) 
and the rest ciune from Dungarpnr ( District Narwjir), and Shojapur 
{ District Shajapur ). 

104. Out of these, nil the five pieces of gold, 53 of silver and 63 of 
copper or, 121 coins in alb have been inquired for the Arcbniological Museum. 

105. Most important of these acquired coitia are the five gold pIbccb, 
which belong to Chandragnptti II of the Gupta dynasty (A,C, 375-413) and are 
of the type represented in the /ndfUrt .IfuseMJii Cnfufapaa plate , No* 12. 

Of the- silver coins 2 are of Shahjahan I (A. H* 1061) of Delhi 
mint, 10 belong to later Mughals up to Shah AJnm n and range in date 
betwUn A, H. 1207 and 1281, representing Benares and Bhuj mints. 

10®. The rest of the silver and some of the copper coins arc from 
duplicates in the State Museum and have been acquired for our cabinet. 
Most- of these belong to Scindia Bnlera of GwaUor, European powers 
including Colonies and represent EngUsh, French, Italian, Portuguese, 
Austrian, and Ameri( 5 in (U. S. A*) currency. The copper coins belong to later 
Mughttls or rather to Indian States who were subordinate to them including 
Orchho, Bhopal, Korn, Bimdi, Jaipur and Dhnr ( vide Appendix No. F. ). 

X. Archaeolo£icat Museum. 

107. Two stone inscriptioDs, one Sanskrit and the other Persian Nog. 22 
anti 35 of Appendix" No. E, right stone sculptures, nineteen old pnintiogs, 
five gold, fifty-three silver rind sixty-three copper eefins and about eighty 
minor antiquities mostly brick carvings unearthed in the excavations at 
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Pim'uyB (old Padmiivat]) were added to the ^fafieun'l id the yfftr under 
reportf and are detailed in Appendix Ci 

108. One sculpture in black (slnte) stone repre^entiae Harn Gauri 
seated on thdr rcspcctire m Ann us was purchaaed from oataide the State, 
The rest were tLcquircd from dilferent lutrta of the State. All of tliem belong 
to the media.'vat period. The most conepkoous amooK these arc the huge 
sculptures of Siva Blaying Gojasura, and his Sakri ( Parvati ) bi'onght from 
Gyaruspur. The BpedmeD of ^latsya or Fish incarmitioD acquired in the 
year of report cx^mpktes the series of the ten lucarnationa of Vishnu in our 
Museum. 

109* All the niDCteen miniature paintings were puruhnsed locally. They 
represent the Mughal and Rajput Schools. 

110. Among numismatic acquiaitionsi the five golfl pieces of Chandra- 
gupta 11 are particukrly noteworthy. 

111. The Muaeutn amtinues to be popidar and attractive. 840 
names have been aigned in the, Visitors* Book this year though the actual 
number of ^dsitors must have been far greater. The number of European and 
American visitors exceeded 123. The addresses of Indian vimtors represent 
all tlic provinces of British Tndttt and most Indian States. Among the 
distingnished vbitors of the year may be tnentioned Dr. Sten Konow* Dr. 
J. H. Cousmai Dr. A, K. CoomnrHwamy. Prof. Daruwala of Rujarum College^, 
and Prof. A, Sen and historical party of Muzitffnrpiir ( Behar j College. 

^ XI. Visitors to Ancient /Vlonutrients. 

113. The Budhiat rock'cut cares at Bagh ( District Amjhera) are 
gradually emerging out of their l^bHctmty and attracting more and more 
the attention of Indologists and sigUt-sttirs. With the publication of the 
monograph on the^e eaves which Is being carried through the press by the India 
, Society of London in co-operation with this Department^ the interest about 
this important groiip of caves is sure to be roused and H is expect^ that 
large numbers of risitors will hail hot only from distant places in India but 
from all ports of tlie world, in spite of the fact that the caves are situated 
nither in an out-of-the-way place. But if we want to eno:>urage travellers to 
visit these interesting relies of the past it is necessary tliat a hrancii road 
ubnut three miles in length shouLd be constructed to connect the caves with 
the Sardorpor-Kukshi Road and a amal! rest house be built close to the 
caves. 

113. Sir John Marshall, the Director-General of Archieotogy in India, 
and Dr. J. H, Cousins, a wdl-known poet and art-crldc, visited the caves in 
the year under report. The caves were also visited by a number of other 
visitors among whom nboiit ten were Europeans who have recorded remarks 
of appreebtiona of what the Dnrbar have been doing to preserve and improve 
the condition of the caves. A few extracts Bfom the remarks by the more 
dbtinguished visitors to these caves are ij noted below ;— 

(1) Kemarka Sir John MafshiiU, the Director-Gcncrnt of Archmology 
in India : *'Indjft and all Interested in Induin Art oare a deal 
of debt to His HigboGaa the Maliaraja for all that is being done 
for the preaervation of the^e remaina.” 

H. Couaua; “Tiiisisoneof the moat Importent 
places in the Iiistorr of Indian culture. UnEortumtelf tune 
and human ignomnce had gone too fur in destruction before 
the ArchaK>log)cal Department took In hand the preservation 
of the excavations. It is to be hoped that their kboura (so 
wisely and enthuslaadeoily guided by Mr. M. B. Garde ) may 
result in the passing on to posterity of these priceless remnants 
of India's golden age in painting and architecture,'’ 

(3) Says A. Abmham of Jobat» C.Lt “Most interesting. Just another 
pnpfi rmft tiou of India's wonderful post, and inspiration to those 
who live in the present. It is Asid that these places have not 
been preserved although they are now being kept in at least a 
clean condition."
